In 177 the first mutter- | 
ings of the storm whieh subsequently 
developed into that political tempest 
which severed the thirteen volonles from 
Great Britain were boing heul, Britain 
was pining itself for a struggle not alone 
with its bulas but also on the Conti- 
nent. Ii was deemed by its statesmen 
well that all cause of irritation in Canada | 
among ite newly-found French subjects 
should be pemeved us far as possible, so 
| that nt least from that quarter it would | 
encounter no trouble. Its anxieties on 
this score resulted in the passiny of what 
is known as the Quebec act. “Phin statute 
gave the church the privileges that it so 
| highly values to-day, At thut time the 
use af the French language was not so 
much assured as it is to-day, In fuet, the 
lehureh had no logal or other privileges 
| to seure the perpetuation of that tongue. 
| But ata later day, in fuct, a half-century 


wily hierarvhy secured a Cunudlun 
statute seeuring to them the use of the 
Freneh language in all printed Govern-

The church of Quebee, as in other Cati- 
olle countries, hold that its jus dirinum 
entitles it tooutrank the State. Thus it 
refuses to obey the federal law applica- 
ble to Quebee regarding marriage. The 
federal law prohibiting the use of undue 
clerical influence in elections is also u 
dead letter. In un election case well 
known here, that of Charlevoix, Judge 
Routhier, a Roman Entholje Judge, 
riled thut the veelesiastical and canon 
law of Rome is in force in Quebee: thut 
under it the priests hu von right, as the 


in such medieval darkness. Intellectu- 
ally the French-Canadian is certainly 
behind even bis Breton uncestors: mater- 
iully his wants are few, und itis us well 
fur him that they ure. He is practically 
independent of most of the resources of | 
civilization. Almost every bodily want 
he supplies from his own farın if he is u 
farmer.

The following resolution wus udopted 
by the soeiety: 

Resolved, That public seances of hyp- 
notism and mesmerism, and magnetism 
should be prohibited by law, under se- 
vere penalty, and that the employment 
of hypnotism for Medieal purposes 
should be permitted solely toduly quali- 
fled medical men. conditioned upon its 
being practiced only in the presence of 
other medical men opundoubted friends 
of the patients opevatad upon. 

Drs. M. H. Lackerstrel, Arehibald 
Church, and J. C. Henry were appoint- 
ed by the Chair to present this resolu: 
tion to the Legislature. 

And here I would ask, is it not u little 
strange—somewhat singular, to say the 
least—that with a death on their hunds 
at the Presbyterian Hospital from the 
improper administration of chloroform, 
which they cluim the exelusive right to 
use in u scientific (2) manner, that they 
should at the same time attempt to lay 
violent hands un. and claim the exclu- 
sive right to control, the long tabooed 
psychic powers described by Mesmer, 
und extensively employed since his time 
by thousands of experts in healing dis- 
eases through animal, Vital or Spiritual 
Magnetism, and resolve to move for a 
law to compel all those expert healers to 
abdicate the right to use those cultivat- 
ed natural powers with which the Inti- 
nite hus endowed them to nid suffering 
humanity: all for the especial benefit of 
the “Regular “ ( physician. 

But, say these mon possessing such 
wonderful scientific attainments, It is 
dangerous () in other hands than those 
of the Regular“ physician. Sosny they 
of chloroform, morphine. hydrochloral, 
ete.” Was chloroform dangerous in their 
hands when administered to ‘the little 
Jones girl“ in the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital, where science and every scientific 
appliance and attainment is supposed to 
be on hand? Yet the little patient died. 
Scientifically of course. Or will the 
learned savans attribute it to n “ speciul 
interposition “ of the Presbyteriun creed 
of * predestination and damnation of in- 
fants?” 

Of course morphine is not dangerous 
in their hands, yet a Mr. Corbin of Sal- 
ida, Colo.. lately had a seientifle (?) hy- 
podermi cinjection of it made by u promi- 
nent M. D. to relieve some neuralgie at- 
taek, and died in a short time from the 
effect. of it: while only u few years since 
u young Indy while traveling was suffer- 
ing fromthe headache and while at the 
depot in Detroit consulted a scientific M, 
D. for relief. The over ready morphine 
was udministered, and in half an hour 
she was a corpse. 

Anti-pyrene is not dangerous in their 
hands, and yet numerous cases ure re- 
ported in the medical journals where 
scientifically () administered it hus 
caused obstruction and stoppage of the 
heart's action. 

These are only n few samples of what 
Is oveurring ulmost daily, thousands of 
which are never heard of by the publie, 


und not even dreamed of by them, und 


yet these men, after donouncing for so 
many long years asa humbug and a falla- 
ey mesmeriam, animal or vital magnot- 
isin, psychology, cluirvoyance and spirit 
healing, have now, by christening it 
unew, under the name of * Hypnotism" 
or “ Suggestion,” discovered n hidden

Does It Tend to Insanity? 


It has been asserted by zealous but 
narrow-minded denominationalists, that 
a belief in Spiritualism tends to insanity. 
Now this is the time of the year for 
religious revivals in the country school 
houses and small towns, as well as the 
time when the long evenings are spent 
by Spiritualists in holding seances and 
having lectures. I have not heard of 
any Spiritualists going crazy this winter, 
but have read of several persons becom- 
ing insane over religious excitement. I 
have been led to write this because of n 
sad occurrence in this county. A 
worthy farmer was to-day adjudged to be 
insane by our county commission, and 
he has been taken to the insane asylum 
at Topeka. His reason was dethroned 
by religious excitement and incersunt 
Bible reading. 

I suppose there are some crazy Spirit- 
ualists, but I do not believe that the 
are more disposed to become unbalanced 
than other people. I remember dis- 
tinctly that a few years ago. Dr. Eugene 
Crowell published a book in which he 
stated the result of his exhaustive in- 
vestigation of the causes which led to the 
insanity of the inmates of the asylums of 
several States of the Union. Ido not re- 
member the figures that he gave, but do 
know that he showed most conclusively 
that, according to numbers, there was 
much less insanity among Spiritualists 
than orthodox believers. 

And why should Spiritualists yocrazy? 
There is nothing in its teuchings having 
a tendency in that direction. The funda- 
mental doctrines of 8 
understand them are:

The Psychic Lite of Miero-organ- 
isms, 

A study in Experimental Psychology, 
by Alfred Binet. is a book of 120 pages, 
published by the Open Court Publishing 
Company, Chicago. It is interesting to 
students of the new Psychic Science. 
The author endeavors to show that 
psychological phenomena begin even in 
the lowest and most minute microscopic 
beings, and makes such manifestations a 
property of vitalism. He places the 
manifestations of instinct fur lower in 
the scale of life than any author has 
previously done.

ourneys from Mrs. Brown, the house- 
chor, und from Caleb Plumer, but they 
had nothing to tell: both had been 
engayec by him in London, und knew 
nothing of his previous history, ‘They 
had never watched his coming or going.

More than u year ago, u prize of one 
| thousand dollars ($1000.00) wis offered 
by the American Secular Union, “for 
the best essay. treatise or manual adapt- 
ed to nid and assist teachers in our free 
wublie schools and in the Girard College 
þor orphans, and other public and charit- 
able institutions professing to be unsec- 
tarian, to thoroughly instruet children 
and youth in the purest principles of 
morality, without inculeating religious 
doctrines: thus recognizing the legal 
right under our Federal Constitution of 
all our eltizens, Jews and Gontiles, Cath- 
olies and Protestants, Liberals nnd 
i Aynosties and all other classes, whether 
tellevers or disbelievers, to have thelr 
children instructed in all the branches 
of a common secular education in our 
State schools, without having their ten- 
der minds binsed for or against any sect 
or party whatever.”
